the large amount of important legis­ 
lation, much of it upon the recom­ 
mendation of President Taft, enacted I 
at the regular session of 1909-10, and 
the exceedingly small product of the 
“ short session’’ so called, now coming * 
to a close. 
The Interval between the last two I 
sessions was marked by the political I 
upheaval 
registered at 
the 
general 
election 
of 
last 
November, 
\ hid) j 
changed a large Republican m ajority i 
into a still larger Democratic majority 
in the house of representatives; cut I 
the Republican m ajority in the senate I 
almost to the vanishing point and inch 
dentally effected striking changes in 
the senate personnel. 
The failure of this session to enact 
much 
important 
legislation 
has 
re­ 
sulted in the practical certainty that 
the new Sixty-second congress will he 
called 
almost immediately in extra­ 
ordinary session, especially by reason 
of the strong desire of President Taft 
to obtain action upon the pending reci­ 
procity agreement with Canada, to the 
consummation of which the contract­ 
ing parties pledged the utmost efforts 
of the two governments. 


Split in Majority Ranks. 


In strong contrast with the support 
which 
the 
Taft 
administration 
re­ 
ceived from the Republican m ajority 
in the matter of legislation in the reg­ 
ular session of 1909-10 is the fact 
that at the present session the m ajor­ 
ity has been anything but united; the j 
reciprocity agreement was passed in 
the house by the aid of a large propor- ; 
tion of Democratic votes, while in the 
senate the rift in the m ajority be- ! 
tween the regulars and the progres­ 
sives has been an important factor in 
its sidetracking ami in the consequent | 
summoning of the extra session. 
To this division in the m ajority was 
largely due the most dramatic feature 
of the previous long session—.the pro- j 
traeted and sensational conflict last | 
spring 
which 
ended 
in 
m aterial 
changes in the rules of the house gen­ 
erally interpreted as “ the overthrow j 
of the speaker,” and which, after a 
bitter fight lasting many hours and In­ 
cluding one all night struggle, stopper! 
only just short of the actual unseating 
of Speaker Cannon. 
In the senate the most sensational 
feature of this session was the unvail- 
lng effort, In which the progressives 
were most active, to unseat W illiam 
Ijorim er as junior senator from Illinois 
on the ground of alleged bribery in 
connection with his election by the 
legislature of that state in the spring 
of 1909. 


Direct Election of Senators. 


Another important recent action of 
the senate was the defeat of the reso­ 
lution embodying a proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States to provide for the direct elec­ 
tion of senators by the people. 
This resolution received more than 
a m ajority of the senate, but it needed 
a two-thirds vote and fell short by on­ 
ly four. 
Had the senate passed it the 
house almost 
certainly 
would 
have 
done so. 
The friends of this proposi­ 
tion entertain little doubt that it will 
pass the next congress and go to the 
states for ratification or defeat. 
The output of this session in the

ger more than once in the tense situ­ 
ation of the past few days when long 
hours passed away in filibustering on 
one side or the other.
